FOLLOWS THE 
“NEWCONSTITUTIO 


Provides for 
Continuation 
Tax System and Deals 
With Executive Authority.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—The § setting 
‘up of the constitution of the Irish 
Free State act, known as the Con- 
stituent Act, was published here to- 
day. It provides for the temporary 
continuation of the present system vof 
taxation and gives the Irish Free 
| State power to adopt acts applicable 
to other dominions. 
| he first schedule contains 83 ir- 
ticles. 
|al language in the Free State shall be 
Irish, with English given equal rec- 
ognition as an official tongue. 

The Legislature will consist of the 
King and two houses, a chamber of 
deputies and a senate, known gener- 
ally as the Olreachtas. 

All citizens 21 years of age have 
the rieht to vote for members of the 
chamber while all citizens 30 years 
of age may vote for the Senate. 

Oaths of Members. 

The oaths to be taken by members 
of the Oireachtas is as follows: “I, 
——— Go solemnly swear 
true faith and allegiance to the coi- 
stitution of the Irish Free State as 
‘by law established and that I will be 
‘faithful to His Majesty, King George 
Vv. his heirs and successors by law 
in virtue of the common citizensh!p 
of Treland with Great Britain and 
her abhorence to and membership in 
the group of nations forming the 
British commonwealth of nations.”

PAINTER OF LINCOLN — DIES 


George Henry Storey Induced Him to . 
Sit for First Official Pictara. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26. 

Henry Storey, who won fame ag an 
artis through his portraits of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, died of pneumonia 
here yesterday, Storey was born in 
New Haven, Conn. He maintained a 
studio in Washington in the sixties 
and was credited with inducing 
President Lincoln to sit for his first 
official photograph, and for numer- 
ous sketches from which Storey 
painted his famous portraits. 

A Btorey portrait of Lincoln hangs 
in the National Museum at Wash- 
ington, the gift of Mrs. E. H. Marri- 
man. Storey also was for a time cu- 
rator of paintings at the Metropoli- 
tan Art Museum in this city.
